"A oonservatlvo estimate of the 
value of tho amount of trees lost dur- 
ing one year exceeds ono hundred mil- 
lion dollars,'' stated Dr. J. M. Swnlne, 
AsKoclnto Dominion ISntomologist at a 
meeting of tho .Menu] Chapter of tho 
Sigma XI last night. Profcsfior Lloyd, 
head of tlio niology Department, M'as 
tho chairman. 

Tho «pcakcr began by outlining the 
Iilpl'iry of trees In Canada. In the old- 
en day.") there was a forest in Canada 
that reaehed fro.n Iho Atlantic to the 
Pacific but now tho landscapo has 
changed. Due to many reasons which 
Dr. Swnlne went on to outline, dur- 
ing tho past hundred years tree con- 
.servation has become a nccessrlty. 

At tho present moment ther» arc 
still many larce trees that .abound in 
Canada. It is tho work of Iho lumber- 
man coupled with that of the ento- 
mologist to preserve these. Many trees, 
however, that should really bo pro- 
served aro now being used for pulp- 
wood.

Be Made to Dean Mackay 

An .mnouncemciit has been made 
ro^'ardlnj tills yi.'.r's Moypo Travelling 
."^ciiolarships by Dean Ira A. Mackay 
of tho Kuculty of Arts and Science 
Written Informal applications ' for 
those scholarships should bo sent to 
tho Dcnn on or before April Isl, 1931. 
Candidates should stale where thçy 
presently Intend lo stud.v, what sub- 
jects of study they propose to follow, 
and as near as they can with what 
objoct or ambition In mind. They may 
also name two well-known citizens as 
references. The official conditions of 
these two scholarships which are ten- 
ablo for one year and aro valued at 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars each, are is 
follows: — 

"Kach holder shall devote the period 
of his tenure of the scholiirshlps to 
advanced studies, preferably at British 
or other European universities, but not 
however to tho exclusion of other 
Institutions which havo the approval 
of the Faculty of Arts In McGill Uni- 
versity, and the nature of tho studies 
to bo followed and tho place at which 
they are to be prosecuted are to be 
stated In the application for the 
scholarship. '

According to H. Doody, the first 
speaker for the negative, it takes a 
virile ago to dcvclope germs of 
thought, and this type of age existed 
In the nlnotccnlh century. Tho lltora- 
turo of the previous century was all 
satire expressing no emotion but full 
of rationalism.

In later 
life, however, his faith broko down 
completely. The next few years saw 
Joyco change froii< a medical sludonl 
at tho University of Paris to a prj- 
fessional singor. then lo an owner of 
a motion picture house at Dublhi. 
Joyco spent most o: his time on the 
continent, and divided his intorosts 
between Trieste, Zurlcli, and Paris. It 
was In tho latter city tliat "Uiysjoj'

Past And Present 

It is always interesting to compare 
the past with the present; and usually 
the former suffers. In looking through 
old annuals the casual observer cannot 
help being struck by at least half-a-dozen 
such contrasts. Football teams, track 
teams and, in fact, all other athJetic or- 
ganizations of ten years ago seem to us 
to be rather sloppily uniformed. The 
girls, of course, were far plainer in their 
long, sweeping skirts. But most striking 
of all is the change which has come over 
the male undergraduate body. 

Ten years ago, according to the an- 
nual, they were a small, lisstless, unimpres- 
sive crowd, far, apparently, from man's 
estate. There were no moustaches in the 
class groups; most faces were smooth and 
boyish; knees were bag^o" pressed trou- 
sers were the exception and hundreds of 
the bumpkins wore caps.

There 
are few baggy knees; creased trousers are 
the 'rule; faces are no longer smooth and 
boyish — they are harder and quite "grown- 
up"; many moustaches have appeared and 
very, very few have the temerity to ap- 
pear in the good old cap when so many 
have adopted the hat. It has become the 
rule that each one of us must look like 
the dapper production of a haberdasher. 
Comfortable, ill-fitting collars are taboo. 
The well-dressed man has become a power 
in the community. , 

Perhaps it is better that we have 
turned to jilaying at being grown up. Situ- 
ated in a big city it is but right that we 
should make an impression on the citi- 
zenry. We must convince them that the 
"college boy" is passe— that he has become 
the "college man" with a neat collar, a 
hat, creased trousers and a moustache. 
Kut if it is a necessity many hearts among 
us will yearn for the small-town college 
community where the Avell-dresscd man 
wears a sweater to the theatre, shines his 
shoes once a month, keeps a pair of press- 
ed Irouser.s for special occa.'?ions only, 
never lhiiik.s of putting on a hat. but re- 
main.s loyal to the cap. In these places a 
two v,-cok'.s hyard is no .social barrier and 
a man can forget table manners once in 
a while without being quite beyond the 
pale. 

Despite thf cult of sophistication 
M'hich prevail.^, wi: rather sigh for this 
latter happy state which was once McGill's 
hut is now so completely departed. 



Smoking For Women 

There i.s congestion in the Arts Build- 
ing as far as the women are concerned. Part 
of their common I'oom has been converted 
info office.';, — Ijut thi.s is old news. 

No doubt the space has been put to 
trood use. The Arts Building was tailor- 
made to fit the existing courses in the 
calendar, and no room was pi-ovided for 
unexpected growth in some departments 
and the installation of new courses. But 
.some consideration must also be given to 
the women concerned. 

Between lectures, the co-eds find it 
difficult to lounge about. The men have 
the lower corridor and a smoking room 
in addition to the Arts and Commerce 
reading room. No such space is alloted 
to the women aside from the curtailed ac- 
commodation on the first floor. 

Now that smoking for women^has re- 
ceived royal patronage, and is also permit- 
ted in the K.V.C., it is oerhaps time that 
accommodation be made for the co-eds in 
the Arts building, especially since many of 
the upper-olassmen have no reason for go- 
ing to the R.V.C. except for the use of the 
gymnasium. At pre.-îcnt "No Smoking" 
signs hang in all the rooms allotted to the 
v.'omen.' 

We fully realize that with the limited 
building capacity it is impossible to add 
to the women's private section. The of- 
fices could be changed in location, but we 
admit that it could only be done at con- 
siderable expense and rearrangement. 

The Seminar rooms which are located 
at the present time in the Arts Building 
could he moved to a new wing of the Li- 
brary, the necessity of which is stressed 
by the overtaxed conditions in that build- 
ing. Tlips^io vacated offices could be re- 
allotteii, and the women reinstated in their 
former roi.nir^, with lun-jking prlvilv^ss in 
one of them.

CHANGES IN CURRICULUM 

During tho last decade, there has been a move- 
ment in American collogeB towards more and more 
elective uour:ics. A reaction to this is seen In Uic 
report of the Committoe on Educational Methods 
and Policies on the third and' fourth year Currlcultlm 
In adopting Vi\in roport, tho Board of Collegiate 
Studies emplia.il2cs the fact that students need not 
bo strictly confined to ono of the three groups, but 
a major subject must be selected and the student 
muat have spécial permission from hia Instructor 
or his group committee to take courses in other 
groups. 

Under the newly adopted system in A.B, degree 
will have an actunl value. At frosent, the fact that 
a man is awàrdcd his degree doea not show that 
he has done any definite amount of work. True he 
has earned a certain specified number of credits, 
but the credit ayatem ia unjtist. The fact that. a 
certain number ot boura have been spent in cldss- 
room and laboratory in no way proves that any da*, 
finite amount of work has been dono, or that any 
definilo amount of knowledge has been acquired. 
Ono courco for which one receives aix points may 
require one hour of preparation a week outside of 
class, while another will require tour time's as 
miich. At present a student may carefillly select all 
the courses of the former type and receive the itame 
degree a,<i another man who has learned mucii more 
and worked tv.-ico as hard. 

This reaction acfaihst an over-abundance of cleo- 
live courses la only natural! Some organization of 
the work of student la necésaary in several ways. 
In llie first place, tho student will now liavo n com- 
prehensive knowledge of some field rather than 
some slight loaning In many unrelated subjects. 
Secondly, the A.B. degree assumes some actual 
valUo àa mentioned dbove, LasUy, the stildent will 
not be so Inclined to aweep from his mind every- 
thing related to a coursé immediately following Ihe 
final examination for he knows that lie will need 
the knowledge acquired In latter courses and must 
take a comprehensive examination. 

In planning tha currldiiium ot tho third and 
fourtlt yeari, the comihlllee considered the needs 
of two typèa of atudenta. In the first place. It Wats 
ncceaedry to conalder thèse who know dehnlt'ely 
what their work in life Is to be, and what courses 
they wish to puratle while at the University. The 
plan adequately provides for thèse aludehta. The 
other group oonaiata of those who deaira "a liberal 
education," At firat «Igiit, It would appear that 
ample p'rovlaj^n . for thoae men haa hot been made 
as there' la not so good an oijpértdnily as formerly 
to take courtes In many different iuhjccts, How^ 
over, one Is thuk assuming that to obtain " a liberal 
education" one must hdve a irié choice of cotirséa. 
'This la not the case. Under the proposed àyitèm 
one ahoiild receive a mere thoroilgli i^iicailoh than 
under the pfeaiiil ayilitin. DUrliig tlie flfal two 
years, as now plànnod one tdkes niiny gene'raii ^ilr- 
vey coUrsea and really covéï'a tlîe aàiiié grotind 
^nly in loss detail thah the average âtudent at pre- 
sent tokos four years to cover. In the lafat two-yedr^ 
as planned, one begins to specialize and gains ti 
thorough knowedgo of one field. All in (111 one obT 
tains a more liberal education by this method than 
under tho former syfllcrti. 

Tho abolishment of Ihn ci-sJlt sy.slcni. Ilio com- 
pfohohulve examination, and the organization of Iho 
student's studies nre forward steps In the plan of 
education. Tlie committoe had ft difriouit task be- 
fore it, and to OUI' mind. Ihey liava solved their 
prublema veiy siicccsafully. The iiroaent ailniinl- 
sli-alion Ills Ijton eminently succeasfiil in il.i ef- 
torl.i to keep Hopkins in a prominent place In Ihe 
udiicallonil world.

(Continued from l^age One) 
lliO forest conservation in Canad.i. 
The extermination of forests would 
eventually mean tho wiping out of 
thes« Industries. 

Forests nro destroyed In x number 
of ways, and thongli there aro millions 
of trees loft, they aro being used up 
at a rapid rate In Canada This cx- 
terralnallon is dono in dlverso ways: 
By indlscrinilnato lumbering; by fires; 
by windfall, and by insect dévasta- 
tien. 

Sixty Fire» 

In oommenlins on tho devastation 
or forests by fireg, tho speaker rela- 
ted an experience of hU when he was 
travelling by aeroplane In northern 
Ontario, On that occasion he noticed 
In one day sixty fires over the area 
trom South J\bitibi to Ottawa. 

The speaker then confined lilmsclf 
in describing tho Insect factor and the 
manner In which it Is treated. The 
Canadian Government is doing its ut- 
most to eradicate loss and is giving 
Its entomologists a free hand In their 
work. Its agents teach, tho lumbor- 
men how to save tlieir forests and 
liow to control any mishaps that may 
occur on their lioes. 

Deicrlbei Epidemics 

Dr. Swuinc d<>ficrlbcd several In- 
stances of epidemics In different parts 
of Canada where, huge areas of for- 
est were attacked nnd destroyed by 
different insects euch ns tipruce tuJ. 
and hemlock loopor, nnd outlined the 
methods of invosllgation employed by 
the cnlomologiRts to stop tho epidem- 
ics. 

Certain parasites help Immensely In 
ohccking tho multiplication of cater- 
pillars. Tho me.i try to study the 
habits of both tho parasites nnd the 
insects and then try to multiply the 
former in ordor to eradicate tho de- 
vastating inject.'!. They also study 
tho effects of climate changes on the 
insects and arrive at conclusions 
j.which are passed on to tho lumber- 
man. 

Modern Methods Used 

One of the most modern methods 
employed by the Canadian eovornment 
.to «xlerminato the insect' Is by means 
'of calcium urscnato or as it is com- 
monly known, arsenate of lime. Aero- 
planes are used to scatter f-Is powder 
over vast areaa.

Drastic Curriculum Changes 
Announced at Yale College 

Mid-Year Exams 4boH8hcd— Students Who Fail Compre- 
hensive Exams in June to Be Expelled — Is Most 
Important Education Change in 30 Years 



Kcw Haven, J.rn. 19.— AVith the 
number of applications for admlt- 
tonco to I'aJo College increasing by 
leaps and bounds, Dean Clarence W. 
Mcndell today dealt a glancing blow 
at students lucky enough to bo ad- 
mitted who Idle aw.ny their timo at 
college. 

Xo longer will students b» able to 
flunk courses and rcpe.xt them the 
following year. 

Thero will be no more mid-year 
examinations, A final, comprehensive 
examination, to be supplemented by 
three one-week reading periods 
throughout the year, will bo sub- 
stituted, 

A student who foils in two courses 
in one year shall be dropped from 
the college. Those- who fail in one 
subject will have a chance to tako a 
re-examination in September. Stu- 
dents who fail In this re-examlnatlon 
will also be dropped from college. 

Tho changes, described by faculty 
members as tho most Important edu- 
cational step taken hy Yale College 
in SO years, tend to cllmlnalo schol- 
astic weakenings through tightening 
of the Br.ido requirements fo ai to 



permit the earnest student to forge 

ahe.id. 

Tlic .so-called group rcqulremonts 
liavo been cilmln.atecl In tho Junior 
and Senior years, permitting wide 
latltudo for tho piirposlve student. 

Kacli student will be permitted to 
elect not wore or .lès.<) than five 
courses a year. There will bo no 
more hajf-yoar courses. Honor slu- 
donla mny, with itoniil.s.'lon of tho 
dean, elect lejs than five courses in 
Junior and Senior years. 

Other Important points in tho new 
curriculum plan Include:

covered by tho cour.se, with rcport-s. 

A student will bo admitted to Yale 
Collcgo only after completing tho en- 
tiro work of The Froshmaji Year. 

A grado of :"5 or lielter must lie 
achieved in sl.\ cour.si?a to oMaIn a 
degree. Tho marking .sysloni at Yale 
had 400 as a perfect mark and :00 as 
a passing grade. 

Every student shall elect a major 
.subject for his last two years, in 
which he sh.all each year tako two 
courses, or one course and a related 
course,

Last Minute Tutoring 

Called Bad Influence 



«-Excnanga Servi 
Princeton, N.J. — That last ininute 
tutoring before examinations exerts a 
"vicious influence on liio intellectual 
life of the university," was the state- 
ment made in an editorial recently by 
The Dally Princetonian, undergra/lu 
ate publication of Princeton Unlversl' • 
here. 

The' editorial opened with an ex- 
planation that, the newspaper had re- 
.Xused an udverlisement form the Hun 
si;tutoring Sessions for the fresh- 
S&^xamlnatlons. near at 'land, and 
then lists four reasons for tho editorial 
attack on tho system of tutoring for 
examinations. 

. First, cramming is a ' superficial 
method of review, tho paper said. "It 
deadens undorgriiduato Initiative and 
I a pramlum on merely getting by. 



Second, in vlew'of the fuct that 3n\y 
certain types of examination questions 
can bo asked, and that these can be 
easily spotted by experienced tutors, 
crampilng by Hun puts university ex- 
aminers under the temptation of trap- 
ping the trapper and giving tests that 
will boat Hun and fall evcryboJy. 

'Third, shallow tutoring, foreign to 
the piirpose bl all . worthwhile study, 
encourages ' habits of mental ' laziness 
and is worso than useless in prepar- 
ing for comprehensive examinations of 
upper-class yeàrs, 

"Fourth, it is partially responsible 
for the faitluro of men who relied, in 
freshmen and sophomore years, on In- 
tellectual. dope and found it unavailing 
later.

(Continued from Pago Ono) 
sent depression is the most scvero of 
recent ■ years. 1 contend that the 
monetary factors aro extremely im- 
portant, 

"In a world using money .an increaso 
of business requires .an incroaso cf 
money nn<l credit If prices aro to re- 
ni.iln stable. Wo can assume all quali- 
fications such as the velocity of cir- 
culation. Many things have been used 
for money but for many years gold 
ha.s been predominant. Gold, however, 
is no longer tlio h;uid-to-hand medium 
oC exchange. It Is now used for central 
bank reserves Which are at least 40% 
of tho total bank currency circulation. 
Had it not been for the establishment 
of tho reserve mechanism, prices would 
have fallen to n. fraction of their pres- 
sent level", declared Mr. Towers. 
Currency and Deposits 

"Central bank currency and the 
commercial banks' deposits or call on 
credit moko up the total credit in the 
market. CoKl rr.ierves vary from lOTo 
to 100% and llic extent to which thoy 
vary dppenils on the policy oC the au- 
tliorlties in control. If credit is Im- 
portant In. tho trade cycle, the actions 
of tho men controlling it require exam- 
ination." 

"From 11)20 to lOïl tlic banking po- 
sition of tho U..S. w.ns over-extended. 
From 19:1 to 1025 .^l.riOO.OOO.OOO gold 
came to the V.S., and thus enabled the 
commercial banks to pay off their 
debts to tho Federal Uescrve. Tho U.S. 
had never been an Intornatlonul lend- 
ing country but low rates and tho lack 
of demand at homo led to a lending 
abroad up to lOL'S of $6,000,000,000. 
Such an efflu.v in flvo years resulted 
In a riso of stock m.arket shares In 
New York, Tho riso of call loans was 
due to taking money out of the market 
and to suscrlbing for new issues. Hates 
roso to unheard of heights. In 192S 
over $1,000,000,000 wcro loaned abroad 
but in 1029 only $-100,000,000 wero sent 
to foreign countries. Tho present de- 
pression Is largely duo to this over- 
expansion of credit followed by closing 
the credit door. 

Credits Difficult 

"Conditions at present aro not easy 
In the long term American credit 
market and must bo made so before 
suggest that the Federal Iteservo Sys- 
things can gel back to normal. I would 
tern should, hayo 'taken drastic action 
early In 1928.' If this action had been 
taken only a mild depression would 
have occurred without tho excess of 
late 192S. 

"An easy credit policy is now need- 
ed to drive ftinds into thé' long term 
market. JSngland has been . keeping its 
rates as low na posslbio but no country 
cuii t.iko independent action In face 
oC America's and Franco's gold hold- 
ings. 'I'ho effects of prico changea arc 
disastrous. ■ The man-made credit 
mechunisni should be 8Ul)Jccl'.io con- 
trol and un cxumihàlion of it would 
bo .vorllnvhile."
